Shri Nihal Sjngh vyus posted as a Station House Officer in 
Mendhar Police Stution in August, 1965, when the Pakistani 
infiltrators launched an attack in the border areas of Jammu 
and Kashmir. Mendhar Police Station was virtually the 
first target of the aitaek. The infiltrators surrounded the 
Police Station from all sides and attacked it with rifles, 
machine-guns and hand grenades. There were only six to 
eight Police personnel in ihc Police Station, They had only 
limited arms and ammunition, Shri Nihal Singh kept up 
the morale of the small Police force and asked them to fire 
back at the raiders from the windows. The attack continued 
for days together from flth August, 1965 to 25th Septem- 
ber, 1965, but the Police parly led by Shri Nihal Singh did 
not allow the raiders to enter the Police Station. As a result 
of brave resistance by this officer, unmindful of the risk in- 
volved, the local civil population and the loyal elements did 
not move out of Mendhar town. 

'2. This award is made for gallantry under rule 4(i) of the 
rules governing the award of the Police Medal and conse- 
quently carries with it the special allowance admissible under 
rule 5, with effect from the 25lh September, 1965.
